Further 
than that, the French are quite will- 
ing to advocate the total suppression 
of the battleship. What they have 
im this class is largely out of date 
and they have not used the tonnage 
allotted to them by the Washington 
treaty nor have they any. plans for 
building capital ships. 

They contend they are interested 
only in defensive naval _ ships, 
whereas they regard capital ships as 
essentially offensive weapons. Fur- 
thermore, they think the World War 
showed capital ships to be of doubt- 
ful value.

ments, with tragic losses of savings 
and reserves,’’ 

From, his own experience, as he ex- 
plained, he drew the lesson that at 
times of economic disturbance it was 
action and not words that counted, 
and he made plain his belief that the 
tax reduction announcement and 
other results of governmental activi- 
ties had impelled steps needed to 
make clear that pessimism was not 
justified. 

Further in his list of reasons for 
the retention of confidence the Presi- 
dent cited ‘‘the exceptionally strong 
cash position of the large manufac- 
turing industries of the country’’ and 
the “‘inherently sound condition of 
the banks,’’ which, he said, already 
had brought about a decrease in in- 
terest rates and an assurance of 
abundant capital. It was the first 
time, the President asserted, that 
such a result had been achieved un- 
der similar circumstanees. 


Farm Aid Is Included. . 


‘It was made apparent by the Presi- 
dent that the extension of further 
_ ald to the agricultural industry by 
’ the Farm Board would be considered 


in the conference, and the context 
of his statement indicated that stim- 
ulation of exports was to be dis- 
cussed in this connection. With ref- 
erence to the promised effort to 
bring about an arrangement by 
which moneys for the construction of 
public buildings and public works 
would be supplied in.a program that 
would benefit every part of the coun-

‘it is a fine movement. There 
ought to be more accomplished along 
this line in times of temporary de- 
pression. I think it would be verv 
wise for something to be done in a 
governmental way, not only by the 
Federal Government but also by the 
various State Governments and by 
private industries.’’ 

He announced that, as soon as the 
regular session convenes next month, 
he would reintroduce his ‘‘prosperity 
reserve’’ bill, contemplating a long- 
term public building program with 
authorization of ee, to be 
used whenever usiness indices 
showed a Substantial decline in build- 
ing activities. 

Senator Harrison, 
Mississippi said: 

“Tam delighted that the President 
has at last realized that there have 
been some financial developments' in 
the stock market and even at this 
late date is attempting to do some- 
thing to aid the situation.”’ 

Senator Fess said: 

“It is the Hoover method of deal- 
ing with big things and I think: it 
holds great promise of accomplish- 
ing much at this time. The Presi- 
dent, as Secretary of Commerce, 
demonstrated the effectiveness ‘ of 
the conference method in handling 
problems in which the government 
and business and industry were in- 
terested.”’

The North American Thrift Asso- 
ciation at 578 Madison Avenue, 
which sold stocks and bonds on the 
instalment plan, filed a petition. in 
bankruptcy yesterday in Federal 
Court. No schedule of liabilities and 


assets was filed; but one was 
promised within ten days. 

The association’s attorneys, Den- 
man, Bevier & Scott, explained that 
it had bought shares of stock for its 
customers when they made their first 
instalment payments. They said that 


many customers who had paid 20 per | 


cent or more on shares which had 
slumped during the break in prices 
in Wall Street did not wish to pay 
the remainder due under the agree- 
ment, even though the association 
had to pay it, or bind itself to do so. 
The petition, signed by Albert G. 
Anderson, president of the associa- 
tion, set forth that it had been in 
business about two years. 

Mr. Anderson gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 

“North American. Thrift Associa- 
tion, Inc., could not. further with- 
stand the tremendous suction power 
of manipulated market values. The 
final stroke came after Monday 
when orders from bankers and bro- 
kers were issued that odd lots could 
not be used in collateral loans. This 
caused our bankers to call for cash 
for odd lots that we had on hand to 
protect client accounts. This new 
situation compelled our -association 
to discontinue’ further business.””

grand larceny. 

A. Winter of 873 Broadway, Brook- 
lyn, complained that he had de- 
posited two $2,000 checks to the ac- 
count of the firm of Richardson & 
Co., besides collateral in stocks esti- 
mated to have been worth about $35,- 
000, and that he was unable to ob- 
tain the collateral when he applied 
for it on Nov. 9. According to the

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 15 (4).—A)} 
naval court of inquiry, summoned |

Com- 
mander J, J. Brown, First Lieuten- 
ant, testified. ; 

It was developed that a naval reg- 
ulation requires that whenever ‘‘blis- 
ters’? or other closed compartments 
of a vessel are opened for inspec- 
‘tion they shall first be pumped clear 
of stale air and the air inside tested 
before any one goes inside. Although 
there was no direct testimony to 
that effect it was apparent that this

REFUSAL HELD CHIEF RISK 





Spectator Says World Is Ripe for 
Changed Ideas—New Statesman 
Sees Advantage in Plan.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—With today’s 
issues of the important weekly re- 
views in London comes far more fa- 
vorable comment on President Hoo- 
ver’s proposal of immunity for food- 
ships in time of war than has been 
voiced by the daily press or the 
various statesmen who have spoken 
on the subject since Armistice Day. 

Referring to the President’s sug- 
gestion of immunity, The New 
Statesman says: 

“This is an extreme restatement 
of the doctrine of the freedom of the 
seas. To that doctrine, Great Britain 
has hitherto refused her assent for 
very definite reasons. In this jour- 
nal it has always been rejected and 
was opposed even before the House 
of Lords refused, in 1913, to ratify 
the Declaration of London. 

Sees Day of Blockades Passed. 

“But circumstances have changed. 
On the whole, it now appears Eng- 
land has everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by some such inter- 
national agreement as President 
Hoover suggests. ‘We won the war 
by starving Germany and probably 
we should not have won it otherwise, 
but it is unlitscly, to put the case on 
the most materialistic grounds, that 
we shall ever again be able to use 
that weapon effectively. Circum- 
Stances in this connection will not 
tepeat themselves and, therefore, 
Wwe may as well.make a virtue of 
Necessity and agree to discuss ‘the 
project, which, in the long run, is 
likely to be to our advantage. 

“One ought not, perhaps, to con- 
Sider the project in terms quite so 
¢ynical, but in practice such consid- 
eration is necessary if the idea of 
the freedom of the seas is ever to be 
made palatable to the inhabitants of 
our foodless islands. At any rate, 
ee subject deserves further discus- 
sion.’’ 

After regretting the coldness with 
which the Hoover proposal has been 
eceived in'Great Britain, The New

} ‘We think Great Britain must be 
blind if, after the lesson of the last 
war and the danger of the starva- 
tion of its people which was so immi- 
nent, it should not now conspire with 
he Unitéd States, the next great 
aval power, to accept the doctrine 
(the freedom of the seas) and to 
ire the safety of its own people.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Notwith- 
standing reports from Japan of an 
impasse over the cruiser situation in 
preliminary conversations that have 
taken place here and at London with 
Japanese diplomats in preparation 
for the London naval conference in 
January, the Hoover Administration 
is proceeding in the confidence that 
the difficulties will be resolved and 
that the conference will be a success. 

This was made clear today by Jo- 
seph P. Cotton, Acting Secretary of 
State, in the absence from the city 
of Secretary Stimson. When asked 
if some consideiation was being 
given to such an alternative as a 
naval treaty that might not include 
all five naval powers, Mr. Cotton 
said the only alternative in case the 
five-power plan fell through would 
be for the American delegation to 
return to the United States. 

Mr. Cotton, in addition to being the 
right-hand man of Secretary Stim- 
son as Under-Secretary of State, has 
been a close counselor of President 
Hoover in the naval conference pre- 
liminaries and his pronouncement 
was accepted as one given with the 
force of an administration utterance. 


Three-Power Parley Suggested. 


In view of the difficulties to be 
overcome in meeting the special 
needs of the various naval powers 
at the London conference, there has 
been speculation here to the effect 


that should France and Italy be un- 
able to agree to a naval limitation 
and reduction treaty, a tripartite ar- 
rangement. might result from ‘the 
London conference with the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan as 
the signatories, 

Mr. Cotton said today that no such 
plan had been considered, and in de- 
claring that the American delegation 
would stand for a five-power under- 
ee or return to the United 
States, laid out a course of action 
which was generally construed as 
placiag a sharp limit on the field of 
possible compromise. 

It has been believed here that if 
any serious obstacles arose in the 
way of the success of the London 
conference they should be looked for 
from France or Italy, rather than 
Japan, because of the Mediterranean 
situation and European problems in 
general. Reports from Tokio there- 
fore of the prospects of a serious 
impasse with Japan over cruiser 
strengths came as something of a 
surprise. 

Confidence is held, however, that 
this question will yield to treatment 
in the weeks that remain before the 
convening of the conference in the 
third week of: January. Japan is 
insisting upon a higher ratio for 
cruisers than the sixty per cent al- 
loted to it for capital ships under 
the Washington treaty and in par- 
ticular desires seventy per cent of 
the American strength in 10,000-ton 
cruisers. 

In .the discussions with Japanese 
Giplomats, American officials are 
understood to have reflected to some 
degree the attitude of their naval

to accept the proposed procedure as 
early as possible in order to facilitate 
the carrying out of the recommen- 
dations of the experts who drew up. 
the Young plan. Otherwise liquida- 
tion of the property, which is sus- 
pended at present to give time to 
the government to come to an agree- 
ment, may have to be resumed. 

The German Government claims 
also payment to it of all surpluses 
resulting from the liquidation of 
German private property after the 
covering of British private losses in 
Germany. This claim Mr. Snowden 
rejects absolutely on the ground that 
it already has been dealt with on 
earlier occasions and has been the 
subject of decisions by The Hague 
Court of Interpretation established 
in connection with the Dawes Plan 
for German reparation payments. 

Mr. Snowden’s communication, 
which is dated Nov. 11, is on the 
lines of the letter he addressed to | 
the German Ambassador in October | 
and was drawn up after consultation 
with the president of the Board of 
Trade.

Dog Halts Grizzly’s Charge 
As Trapper’s Rifle Is Jammed 


QUESNEL, B. C., Nov. 15 (By 
Canadian Press).—Charged by an 
infuriated grizzly bear, the largest 
ever seen in the Barkerville coun- 
try, Hans Iverson, trapper and big 
game guide, of Indian Point Creek, 
Barkerville, owes his life to his 
dog, which held the grizzly at bay 
until Iverson could get his rifle, 
jammed at the critical moment, 
into action. 

The day previously Iverson had 
killed a moose. Returning to 
take home the carcass, he found 
a huge grizzly in the act of mak- 
ing the dead moose into a caché, 
covering it with moss and débris. 

Before the trapper had time to 
unsling his rifle the grizzly was 
charging down upon him. He 
hastily attempted to throw a 
cartridge into the chamber, but 
the rifle jammed, and Iverson 
found himself at the mercy of the 
beast, 

It was then that Iverson’s police 
dog took the offensive, holding 
the bear occupied until the trapper 
could get his rifle in working 
order and kill the animal. 





BRITISH RECOGNIZE

The bill -also increases: the allow- 
ance for adult dependents from $1.75 
to $2.25. The age limit for receiving 
the dole will be reduced from 16 to 
15, but not until April, 1931, when 
the school-leaving age becomes 15 in- 
stead of 14. 

Without division, the House of 
Commons this afternoon accepted the 
second reading of the pint-das bill to 
make compulsory an eight-day vaca- 
tion for every one who has been em- 
ployed for one year.

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—Daniel Stueck- 
len, Socialist member of the Reich- 
stag, has been appointed to the 
Reich’s commissary for relief work 
among Russian peasant emigrants 
of German descent who desire now 
to cmigrate to Canada. 

The government’s plan to bring the 
refugees to various German cities 
for the Winter while negotiations 
would be carried on with the Cana- 
dian Government regarding their 
transportation to Canada next Spring 
is meeting sharp criticism in Nation- 
alistic circles, where it is urged that 
the peasants be domiciled in Ger- 
many. 

The Nationalists demand that the 
peasants be helped to settle in East 
Prussia and other districts of East- 
ern Germany, where there is plent 
of suitable cultivated and unculti- 
vated land. It is pointed out that 
the refugees, who -have been living 
under great privations, would be 
contented to spend the Winter 
months in the refugee barracks now 
vacant at Schneidemuehl and other 
places in Eastern Germany.

International Group Seeks to 
Learn Secrets of Our In- 
dustries’ Growth. 








AIM TO APPLY FINDINGS 





Plan Is Endorsed by Americans as 
Likely to Increase Markets 
of All Nations.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—An international 
committee composed of some of the 
prominent business men in Europe 
has just begun in Paris an investiga- 
tion, probably unique in history, of 
Europe’s post-war industrial develop- 
ment. This group of men represents 
Japan as well as all the important 
countries on this side of the Atlantic, 
but with the exception of the chair- 
man the names of the members of 


the committee are being kept secret. 

Their task is the very sizable one 
of trying to find out why industrial 
America has left Europe so far be- 
hind in the twentieth-century race 
for efficiency and broader markets. 
Having ascertained this to the best 
of their ability, these men then ex- 
ect to proceed with another report 
in which the lessons ‘ained from the 
American survey will be applied to 
the present state of affairs in the 
Old World. 


Would Speed Europe’s Industry. 
‘The idea of the inquiry is, of 
course, to so speed up European in- 
dustrial life that it may reach a po- 
sition comparable with that of the 
United States. 

The chairman of the committee is 


Alberto Pirelli, former president of 
the. International Chamber of Com- 
merce and a leading industrialist of 
Italy. He also is the source of the 
ambitious idea and he first presented 
it to other world business leaders at 
the congress of the International 
Chamber in Amsterdam last July. 

There, in secret session, the idea 
was approved and an organization 
meeting of the committee was held 
at the headquarters of the Interna- 
tional Chamber in Paris several days 
ago. 

There are no dark or hidden mo- 
tives behind the pian. As a mattep 
of fact, several well-known Ameri- 
can business men are serving on the 
committee. Signor Pirelli wants to 
work in close harmony with Ameri- 
cans and in this he has received 

romises of full support from the 

nited States Chamber of Commerce

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—Discussing the 
German lLufthansa’s program for 
1930, Director Max Wronski declared 
that, though, for various reasons, it 
will be impossible to establish a reg- 
ular transatlantic airplane service 
between Europe and South America, 
Lufthansa intends to fly airplanes 
as far as the Cape Verde Islands, via 
Seville, which will primarily carry 
mail and expensive freight. 

From the Cape Verde Islands, 
goods will be carried to Fernando 
Noronha by ship, and thence again 


by airplane to Pernambuco and fur- 
ther to Buenos Aires in cooperation 
with the Condor Line, in which Lut- 
hansa is financially interested, and 
other American lines. 

The main reason why the longest 
leg, that between Cape Verde and 
Fernando Noronha, a distance of 
about 2,400 kilometers (about 1,500 
miles), cannot be covered by plane 
is that the radius of the present 
machines is not sufficient. e only 
exception is probably the Do-X, 
which, however, would have to be 
altered for the purpose as an addi- 
tional tank would have to be built for 
the necessary fuel and that would 
also reduce the useful load.

Braddock had but one good round, 
the fifth. In this session, after four 
rounds of previous body punching to 
which he had been subjected, he 
landed heavily and worried Rosen- 
bloom no little. 

Early in the round a right to the 
jaw made Maxie blink and as the 
round progressed and Braddock 
shifted his attack momentarily to 
the face, another right to the jaw 
forced Rosenbloom to seek the shel- 
ter of a clinch. For the rest. how- 
ever, it was just another exhibition 
of Rosenbloom’s ability. 


Braddock’s Campaign Fails. 


Braddock started the battle flat- 
footed, determined to whale away 
at Rosenbloom’s body at close quar- 
ters, and carried his battle plan well. 
almost without interruption. But in 
executing this plan Braddock ran 
afoul of about as bewildering a fire 
as ever he has experienced, and that 
spelled the difference between vic- 
tory and defeat for the New Jersev 
boxer. Rosenbloom weighed 173 
pounds and Braddock 182.

Dominick Petrone, Harlem junior 
lightweight, repulsed a second _at- 
tempt of Leonardo (Young) Zaz- 
zarino of Jerse City to — 
himself in a Manhattan zing as 
contender for championshi ons, 

Petrone clearly was entitled to the 
verdict because, fighting a typical 
battle, he proved too speedy for the 
dynamic young man from across the 
Hudson. He gave Zazzarino a box- 
ing lesson. 

Zasearino wanted to fight. He 
wanted to &Snock out Petrone. But 
his. desire only made him more ex- 
cited and desperate and the more 
excited he became the less effective 
he was. 


Petrone Almost Floored.

Any statement at a time like this 
by. the President of the United 
States is certain to be of a reassur- 
ing character. Otherwise he would 
not issue one. But the distinctive 
and pleasing thing in the review of 
the financial situation made public 
by “Mr. Hoover last evening is its 
concrete nature. As he _ himself 
frankly. says, “My own experience 
“has been that words are not of any 
‘great importance in times of eco- 
“nomic disturbance.” What the 
country desires and needs is a full 
and honest exposition of the facts, 
together with plans for action based 

This public demand the President 
now meets with a large measure of 
success. No novice himself in great 
business affairs, he tells of the con- 
clusions: reached as the result not 
only -of his own observations -but of 
consultation with many leaders of 
business and financial - authorities. 
Without in the least trying to cover 
up the severe penalties which many 
people have had to pay for going 
madly, with the crowd into sense- 
less speculation, he points out the 
strength and solidity of the finan- 
cial guarantees which the country 
still enjqgys. Paying tribute to “‘ the 
“magnificent working of the Fed- 
“eral Reserve System,” and to the 
cooperation of the banks, Mr. Hoo- 
VER places due emphasis on the fact 
that interest rates have been heav- 
ily cut down and that abundant capi- 
tal is: now available for industry and 
commerce of all kinds. No financier 
could more ‘surely diagnose this en- 
couraging. symptom .of recovery from 
the speculative mania. It may be 
doubted, however, if any mere poli- 
tician in the President’s place would 
haye ventured to state the truth 
about the work of the Federal Re- 
serve , System, concerning which 
there has been so much bitter and 
ignorant. complaint. 

.From the facts which he submits, 
the President feels warranted in 
‘drawing the conclusion that the road 
of busifiess progress in the United 
States is not blocked. On the con- 
trary, some obstacles have been 
Gleared away from it. For example, 
the, building industries, which have 
been suffering a’ slight check on ac- 
count of the high rates of interest 
and the absorption of credit in the 
security markets, may now go ahead 
with confidence that their plans can 
be ‘carried out well below previous 
estimates. of cost. In other direc- 
tions also Mr. HOOVER sees prospects 
of action which may lead to an ex- 
pansion of the export trade, with 
motreal or drastic recession any- 
‘where “to be .compelied. Thus his 
statement. is virtually.an appeal to 
the. people to:continue to trust in 
“the sound ‘sense, the capacity, and 
“the readiness for cooperation of 
“our business leaders and govern- 
“mental agencies.” 

It is evident that the President did 
not’ wish this utterance of his to be 
taken .as ‘a ‘stock-market argument, 
one way or the other. It came after 
the close of the-Exchange on Friday, 
with no‘more ‘transactions in securi- 
tits possible until Monday. This will 
give time:for the President’s coun- 
gels to sink, into minds apart from 
excited.

J ~is -correct—and he speaks 
with ‘the authority of wide experi- 
‘as well a8 of high office—the 
advice which he. gives should be fol-

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standing challenge, and, whatever 
the chances of success, the Federa- 
tion must make the effort. But its 
wiser executives are probably not 
deceiving themselves about the size 
of the order they have undertaken. 
“Let us run our own affairs and 
you attend to yours” is, with the 
exception of an aggressive stand on 
prohibition, more the slogan of 
Southern communities than of those 
in other parts of the United States. 
Strangers with programs upsetting 
to local conditions are less welcome 
there than elsewhere. In this atti- 
tude, so far as the condition of its 
workers is concerned, the South has 
by no means proved its case, as 
revelations in North Carolina have 
made clear. But the Federation also 
has some weak points, and must be 
prepared to defend or remedy these 
under a fierce fire of opposition. 
While undoubtedly many requests 
have come to President GREEN and 
his colleagues from Southern work- 
ers, there is a powerful faction 
among the workers’ themselves 
which is not sure that federating is 
the best thing. 

In the van of the effort go the 
United Textile Workers, for it is in 
the cotton mills that most of the 
conditions exist which it is sought 
to alleviate. Recent events have 
shown that they will have a real job 
of work cut out for them. And it 
might be suggested that fiery words 
and actions are not the best plan 
of advance into the South. Peaceful 
penetration means a very long proc- 
ess, but it will prove the better way.

THE HOLLAND TUNNEL. 


As an experiment in carrying 
highway traffic under a body of 
water instead of over it, the Holland 
Tunnel has been a spectacular suc- 
cess. Mr. HOLLAND and his able suc- 
cessors met the difficult engineer- 
ing problems involved triumphantly. 
The tunnel has already been ac- 
cepted as a normal feature of the 
regional highway scheme, although 
it has only just celebrated its sec- 
ond anniversary. .A great deal of 
thought was put into the arrange- 
ment of the terminals and the han- 
dling of the cars as they move along 
this well-lit and well-aired thorough- 
fare. Nearly nineteen million cars 
have passed over it in two years 
without a fatal accident, and with- 
out any serious interruption to the 
steady flow of traffic. For their 
tireless labors, bridge and tunnel 
commissioners and their. staff de- 
serve the gratitude of the public. 
Their enterprise is certain to be 
paid the compliment of imitation 
elsewhere, 

In the investment of public funds 
the venture has departed consider- 
ably from the forecasts. As late as 
1919 the estimated:capital cost of 
the tunnel was $28,669,000. That 
was supposed to allow for all con- 
tingencies, including “ fluctuations 
in the cost of labor and materials.” 
The original project was later some- 
what enlarged and embellished, and 
an expensive ventilating plant had 
to be installed. The actual cost to 
date has been something like $48,- 
400,000. Advance estimates of traf- 
fic, on the other hand, have proved 
conservative. When the schedules 
were prepared ten years ago it was 
expected that. by 1929, then con- 
ceived as the sixth year of opera- 
tion, 8,806,000 vehicles would use 
the tube. Actually 10,766,351 passed 
through it in the year just closed. 
No one could have predicted a dec- 
ade ago the present expansion in 
commercial trucking and interstate 
bus transportation, both of which 
have been quick to avail themselves 
of this new facility.

THE SOVIET BUDGET. 


If the national budget is an index 
of national wealth and income, then 
the most prosperous country in the 
world by a wide margin is Soviet 
Russia. For the fiscal year 1929-30, 
from Oct. 1 to Oct. 1, the budget 
just published at Moscow balances 
at ‘ 11,390,000,000 rubles, or about 
$5,700,000,000. This is 40 per cent 
larger than the British budget or our 
own. Upon closer analysis the 
Soviet showing is not so overwhelm- 
ing, though still impressive. The sum 
of at least 2,000,000,000 rubles, and 
possibly more, must be subtracted 
as a mere bookkeeping item, that 
being the amount which appears 
both as revenue and expenditure in 
connection with the operation of the 
railroads and posts and telegraphs. 
Actual revenue and outlay would 
thus be brought down to about 
$4,500,000,000. A second step in re- 
vision downward is suggested by the 
depreciation of the ruble, which out- 
side of Russia may be by as much 
as 30 or 40 per cent. Within Russia 
it is inexpedient and even dangerous 
to assert that the ruble has shrunk 
in value, and to a certain extent it 
may have been pegged; but it is dif- 
ficult to think of the shrinkage as 
not being reflected in large-scale 
financial operations. 

When all.is said and done, how- 
ever, the size of the current budget 
testifies to the spirit of determina- 
tion which the Kremlin has brought 
to its great industrialization pro- 
gram and, in particular, to the confi- 
dence which apparently prevails at 


| the present moment. As late as the 


end of August the forecasts were 
for a budget of 10,000,000,000 rubles. 
That in itself would have been a 
jump of 20 per cent over the pre- 
vious year. Actually the budget in- 
crease is about 45 per cent. Almost 
the same ratio of increase is antici- 
pated in the income from direct and 
indirect taxes, which is expected to 
exceed $2,500,000,000. As late as two 
years ago the largest item in taxa- 
tion was the excise, in the main the 
tax on vodka, which provided nearly 
half of all taxes; this undoubtedly 
still constitutes the largest single 
item of government income. In the 
order of importance, 
from which the Soviet Government 
draws its expenses and the capital 
for investment in industrial expan- 
sion would be the vodka tax, the 
land: tax, the business tax, profits 
from forests and mines, income and 


stamp taxes, and loans. Late in the. 


Summer an industrialization loan of 
750,000,000 rubles was announced 
for issue on Sept. 1. 


THE ELF AND THE GIANTS. 

In The Saturday Review some old 
journalist digs up a more ancient 
specimen such as Mr. J. B. PRIEST- 
LEY might have imagined in his 
studies of Fleet Street bars. It is an 
obsolete variety, but rich in anti- 
quarian interest. One PURNELL, once 
employed on a number of newspa- 
pers and in his last days on The 
Globe, now dead as he, used to de- 
posit, his week’s salary in some 
tavern or “ pub.” Until it was spent, 
he relied upon his comrades of the 
press and the glass to write his copy 
for him. .As soon as his fund was 
exhausted he resumed composition 
on his own account. But he must 
have’ had’ something in him more 
than zeal in compotation, for SWIN- 
BURNE “liked and in some sort re- 
spected him.” 

PURNELL took ALGERNON, whom 
Balliol JowETT and the Earl of Car- 
LISLE had been trying to wean from 
his favorite themes in the first se- 
ries .of..“‘Poems and Ballads,” to 
meet MAZZINI. So the period of Itali- 
olatry, to be succeeded by that of 
Hugolatry, was initiated. SWIN- 
BURNE brought the manuscript of 
“The Song of Italy,” with its mag- 
nificent summoning of the cities of 
Italy—to name but a part of his 
witnesses—to proclaim the glory of 
“supreme” GIUSEPPE. In his elfish 
way he sat at MAzzINI’s feet. The 
two held hands. The verses are as 
long as they are splendid. MAZZINI 
may have been bored, but he pressed 
his worshiper’s hand trom time to 
time to show appreciation of his 
genius, 

One suspects that the sprite in 
SWINBURNE, while thoroughly enjoy- 
ing the dithyrambic exuberance of 
the diction, “ winked the other eye” 
in gratification at the length of the 
service. ‘The raptures of the con- 
fabulation between SWINBURNE and 


‘ 
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HuGo are more familiar. ‘“ Earth’s 
‘ loftiest head, found upright to the 
“end,”. is almost stone deaf. So.is 
the visitor.. He can’t hear a word 
of HUGO’s compliments proposing his 
health. HUGO can’t hear a word of 
the poet’s glowing thanks: 

And when Swinsurne, in the 
great old fashion, flung his glass 
into the fireplace lest any other’s 
health should be drunk from the 
consecrated vessel, the parsimoni- 
ous Olympian could only mutter, 
‘““One of my best glasses, one of 
my best.” 

Lord HOUGHTON, his early patron, 
wee not alive at the time, we be- 
lieve. He would have enjoyed tell- 
ing the anecdote; and SWINBURNE 
would have enjoyed hearing it. Even 
when they don’t occur, such ironies 
are apt to be manufactured. One 
further scene MAX BEERBOHM ought 
to elaborate, unless his piety to the 
“ great gentleman” whom he knew 
at Putney in the janitorship of 
WATTS-DUNTON forbids. It is the in- 
terview at Florence of “the young- 
est” with “the oldest singer that 
England bore”: 


Lanpor had forced him to accept, 
as a memorial of their meeting, 
a sublime masterpiece of Floren- 
tine painting which was in fact a 
daub and which SwinBuRNE speed- 
ily lost. SwInBurRNE had protested 
against depriving the Master of a 
treasure; and benevolent donor 
and protesting recipient had. car- 
ried the argument to a point at 
which the two most defiant beings 
in the world of that day roared and 
shrieked at each other. 

Ah, Max, relent! Give us that 
“ Imaginary Vociferation.” 


SYNDICATED CRIME. * 

After a peaceful period, during 
which the front pages of newspapers 
were full of other kinds of news, 
crime suddenly seems to have re- 
sumed the place it held for several 
recent years. Murders and suicides 
preceded the reappearance of. gang 
depredations, which are now restored 
to their former full menace. The 
criminals, as in the attack on the 
navy’s safe in Brooklyn, appear to 
go about not in ones and twos but 
in battalions. And again they have 
resumed the execution of their own 
gang laws by taking offenders “ for 
a ride” and doing them to death in 
various and vengeful ways. 

Police Commissioner WHALEN 
treats these happenings in his usual 
optimistic spirit, classifying them as 
the operations of loosely constructed 
gangs and predicting early arrests. 
At Buffalo the authorities who are 
dealing with the organized raid on 
the house-party in the country face 
a section of the same problem, but 
do not express the same optimism. 
The truth is that when crime takes 
on the proportions of a large in- 
dustry a paradox of policing arises: 
the more criminals that operate 
together the harder they seem to 
locate. This community, which has 
had a sort of holiday from mass out- 
lawry, will hope for speedy arrests 
and convictions to cool the imita- 
tive instincts of other gangsters. 


FARM LANDS FOR FORESTS. 


Secretary HyYDE’s suggestion that 
marginal and sub-marginal lands in 
farming districts be restored to for- 
est conditions points the way to a 
valuable development of the nation’s 
forestry policy. The first step in 
formulating it was to set aside tracts 
of virgin timber. The purpose was 
primarily to conserve. Then came 
cutting under restrictions and gov- 
ernment supervision. Finally ap- 
peared the movement for reforesta- 
tion. Of this the object has been to 
replant areas of government-owned 
lands which had once been in for- 
ests.or which were suitable to forest 
growth. Along with this went the 
effort to interest farmers in plant- 
ing “ wood lots” and windbreaks— 
especially in the treeless plains. 

Meanwhile, the States have ac- 
quired areas of cut-over as well as 
of timbered lands and made them 
into forest preserves. In New York, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and 
other States new planting has been 
undertaken by the State govern- 
ments. They also have sold seedling 
trees to farmers and other landown- 
ers, and in some cases have exempt- 
ed from local taxation private lands 
thus planted. In short, the move- 
ment to reforest has been gaining 
ground. 

Secretary HyYDE’s proposal is that 
the Federal Government shall pur- 
chase lands which are or have been 
farmed without adequate profit, and 
that they shall be planted with suit- 
able trees to add to the area of na- 
tional forests. Such a policy, unless 
too expensive and unless involving 
further eomplications with the !o- 
cal authorities, has much to be said 
for it. Coincidental with it might be 
a reclassification of* lands in. the 
existing national forests, many of 
which are unfit for forestry pur- 
poses. In fact, it has been estimated 
that half of the total area officially 
designated as “ National Forests ” is 
nothing but brush and desert land. 
Of the 162,000,000 acres within the 
boundaries of the national forests 
25,000,000 acres do not belong to the 
government, 

Under existing law the Forest Ser- 
vice is further handicapped by the 
‘fact that the counties derive a rev-- 
nue from the profits of cutting and 
grazing the national forests. The 
pressure of local politics leads to 
excessive cutting and overgrazing. 
Critics have affirmed that, under 
the spur of providing revenues for 
the counties, lands in the national 
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forests have been overcut. Certainly 
they have been overgrazed. ‘ 

It is encouraging to note this new 
interest: in conservation on the part 
of the: Government. Some of the 
early pronouncements of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior with respect to 
public lands and.to the - national 
parks and forests aroused serious 
misgivings. But there are signs that 
the various branches of conservation 
of natural resources are being stud- 
ied with fresh minds and with a re- 
newed determination to protect the 
public interest. 


DR. VINCENT’S RETIREMENT. 


The one thing that reconciles us 
to GEORGE E. VINCENT’S retirement 
from the presidency of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation—the important of- 
fice which he has administered with 
such ability as to make millions his 
debtor—is the hope that he will now 
be free to give more of his time and 
versatile genius to this community 
and to the country at large. As a 
master of effective public speech, 
lucid, fearless, trenchant, but withal 
ef gentle humor, he is without a 
superior. He has confined himeelf, 
of late, almost wholly to addresses 
on some phase of public health. Of 
this type of speech his address deliv- 
ered a few days ago to downtown 
business men in behalf of.the United 
Hospital Fund is a brilliant illustra- 
tion. One could wish that he cculd 
go from city to city inspiriting and 
enlivening ‘“ team play,” the capacity 
for which he has named as an out- 
standing characteristic of our peo- 
ple. He has been so much about the 
world, in his errands of helpfulness 
—fighting the dragons of disease 
and misery—that he knows our own 
relative shortcomings and superiori- 
ties and is able to unveil to us the 
ideal which ‘‘ comes under the dread- 
ful head of being international.” 

His release from administrative 
duties will give him greater freedom 
of range and permit an. even wider 
public to enjoy and benefit by his 
accumulation of wit and wisdom. He 
was “ That Boy” of the famous lec- 
ture of Bishop VINCENT, one of the 
founders of Chautauqua, and was 
known to tens and hundreds of 
thousands before he came to‘ take 
his father’s place in that institution, 
and then make his own mark as a 
university professor and president 
and finally as the head of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. 

It would be a matter for public 
protest if one of such outstanding 
abilities should under a rigid rule 
be obliged to retire on meaching a 


certain age, were it not that he is) 


free for an exceptional service in a 
volunteer capacity and that he has 
a distinguished successor of such 
competency as Dr. MAX MASON has 
already shown in scientific research 
and administrative experience. The 
Rockefeller Foundation will under 
his direction carry on its world-em- 
bracing health activities with con- 
tinuing intelligence and scientific 
vigor, but there are countries and 
many localities that will still en- 
visage Dr. VINCENT as the 
George” who delivered them each 
from its particular dragon of epi- 
demic pestilence or endemic disease.

The Silver Lining. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

What has occurred in and to stock 
market interests comes neatly under 
old Shakespeare’s oft-quoted phi- 
losophy: 

Sweet are the uses of adversity, 
Which, like the toad, ugly and venomous, 
Wears yet a precious jewel in his head. 
And the jewel in the present 
situation is in the fact that 
throughout the country our people 
are beginning to pay regular and 
needed attention to their own busi- 
ness and to try to set rich slowly 
and healthfully instead of quickly. 

Months ago two of my friends who 
are regular business visitors, one 
West and the other South, stated that 
regular commercial interests were 
being neglected for the time, not 
only by the principals but by assis- 
tants of all grades. I know of two 
instances where the stock market 
marginal market swept away all the 
surplus cash of business men who 
hovered in Wall Street, leaving their 
business entirely to assistants, and 
who are now on the job where they 
belong. One of them lost a full mil- 
lion and the other nearly as much.

THE TARIFF MESS. 


Gov. Smith’s Plan for Tariff Com- 
mission Vindicated by Congress. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One of ex-Governor Smith’s recom- 
mendations of policy in his campaign 
for.the Presidency. has,.in. view of 
the Tower of Babel situation in Con- 
gress with regard to the tariff, been 
amply vindicated. It is his declara- 
tion of a purpose to move for the 
divorcement of Congress from _ its 
tariff-making function and the plac- 
ing of that task in.the hands of a 
properly constituted tariff commis- 
sion. 

To contemplate our presert precip- 
itate or trough-rush method of tariff 
making is to blush. 

While we subscribe to a certain ex- 
tent to the axiom that the majority 
rules, we should also strive to embed 
in the majority or any other rule 
a factor that is, I believe, best de- 
scribed by the term automatic hon- 
esty. It is a more serviceable grade 
of honesty than the hand-on-heart 
sort. While we pay willing tribute 
to honesty of the heart, a static hon- 
esty of method is a not entirely su- 
perfluous reinforcement. 

A tariff commission on which that 
element of American citizenry which 
is not directly benefited by tariff ben- 
efactions should have a full and fair 
representation in the interest of due 
moderation was Smith’s idea, the 
fulfillment of which would be a long 
step in establishing that much-to-be 
preferred force in economic adjust- 
ments—automatic honesty. 

The spectacle of each Senator and 
Representative legislating on the end 
of a leash held in the control of a 
coterie of essentially selfish business 
representatives assuredly is not an 
elevating one. Even if some of our 
grave and reverend solons. give a 
quite good simulation of glorying in 
their bondage, the sight is not a 
wholly pleasant one. 

At the same time too many of us 
make a quite unthinking demand 
upon our legislators for a display of 
moral heroism, a demand that is 
easier made than complied with. The 
same is true with regard to business 
men in sections in which Democrats 
predominate; they should, according 
to this view, repel with scorn any 
suggestion that they contaminate 
their pure Jeffersonian faith by join- 
ing in the raid of organized sellers 
upon the pockets of consumers. To 
any one who exercises his reasoning 
capacity in the slightest degree it 
must be apparent that business men, 
though non-believers in this sort of 
class legislation, have no choice but 
to keep up with the crowd on terms 
as nearly as possible of equal ad- 
vantage.

Is Urged for Proposed 
Old-Age Pension Law. 








To the Editor of The New York Times:

gust Heckscher asked: ‘‘But is there 
not some way in which distress of 
this character and of cases similarly 
unfortunate can be permanently re- 
lieved? Is there not some method of 
taxation, pledged contributions, in- 
surance or State-wide relief that will 


| enable or compel the better protected 


to relieve those in distress?’’ 

Under the lead of Governor Roose- 
velt and Lieut. Gov. Herbert H. 
Lehman there is at this time devel- 
oping a considerable movement for 
the adoption of an old-age pension 
law by the 1930 New York Legisla- 
ture. Such a law, even if it is limited 
to an allowance of only $1 a day, 
will prove of inestimable help to self- 
respecting destitute old men and 
women who today prefer starvation 





;and destitution to the receipt of relief 
either from private or public chari- 
| table agencies. The New York Legis- 
lative Commission, which is now in- 
vestigating the subject, is generally 
expected to recommend action along 
these lines. 

It is of paramount importance that 
the citizens of New York State be 
educated to the need for such legis- 
lation and that it be organized to 
back up the Governor and those leg- 
islators who are sincerely anxious to 
provide for such help. The American 
Association for Old Age’ Security, 104 
Fifth Avenue, in which Bishop Fran- 
cis J. McConnell, Jane Addams, C. C. 
Burlingham, .Glenn- Frank, Mrs. 
Agnes Brown Leach, Father John A.

Mastick Announces Survey to 
Find Employers’ Attitude as 
to Workers Past 45. 





FUND RAISED PRIVATELY, 





Chairman of Pension Committee of 
State Tells Womes of XanSzape 
of the Miadle-Aged. 





A survey of industry throughout 
New York State to determine the 
attitude of employers toward work- 
ers more than 45 years old will be- 
gin immediately through the use of 
funds privately contributed, it was 
announced yesterday morning by 
State Senator Seabury C. Mastick of 
Westchester, member of the State 
Legislative Commission on Old Age 
Pensions. He made the announce- 
ment at a meeting of the Woman's 


Forum at the Roosevelt Hotel. 
i ‘Through this survey,’ he said, 
we hope to gather authoritative 
data on at least 400,000 workers, or 
approximately 10 per cent of those 
nfully employed in this State.’ 
The Pe for the survey was dis- 
closed in reply to a. question from 
the audience as to whether an earlier 
statement that persons 45 years old 
or older were not wanted in industry 
had ‘ever been proved definitely. 
Senator Mastick declined later to 
reveal the source of the funds for 
this work, but said that he would 
name the donors when the exact 
cost had been determined. 

Persons more than 45 years of age 
were not wanted in ‘industry, ae 
said, not only because they did not 
work so rapidly as younger ersons, 
but because their employment caused 
higher rates for group insurance, 
longer payment of compensation in 
the event of accidents, and, for 
firms which pension their aged em- 
ployes, the prospect of paying pen- 
sions after a comparatively short 
period of employment. 

He voiced, tentative approval of 
the proposed legislation to give a 
pension of ‘$365 annually to those 
ovér 65 years old, but held that the 
distribution of such money must be 
supervised by the State Department 
of Social Welfare in order to avoid 
its unwise dissipation by the recipi- 
ents. He suggested that the State ex- 
tend aid to counties in caring for 
their aged poor if the counties agree 
to improve outdated and unpleasant 
homes for the aged. A _ pension 
which wogld permit the aged to re- 
main in eir own homes was pref- 
erable to institutional care, he said. 

Lack of a coordinating agency in | 
industry, he continued, was a factor | 
in the problem of old. age, and to | 
remedy this he urged the creation 
of a State Department of Commerce. 
Other States, he said, were drawing 
industry away from New York be- 
cause of inadequate trade informa- 
tion concerning this State, and be- 
cause of failure to advertise the ad- 
vantages of New York. This re- 
sulted in lack of employment, af- 
fecting the middle-aged and aged. A 
Department of Commerce should 
supply this information and, in ad- 
dition, should advertise the State and 
her products, he declared.

ing to a report issued today by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
TInited States Department of Labor. 
Yayroll totals showed, the bureau 
gaid, the usual October recovery 
from the effect of Labor Day clos- 
ing in September. 

The report was based upon returns | ca 
made by 34,722 establishments, hav- | 
ing in October 5,255,529 employes 
whose combined earnings in one 
week were $145,196,138. The indus- 
trial groups included were manufac- 
turing, mining, quarrying, public util- 
ities, trade, hotels and canning. 

Employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries decreased 1 per cent in Octo- | 
ber as compared with September and | 
payroll totals decreased 0.3 per cent. | 
The usual October small increase in 
employment was more than over- 
come, the bureau asserted, by a 10 
per cent drop in automobile plants 
and a 7 per cent cut in automobile 
tire plants. 

The report in manufacturing indus- 
tries is.based upon réturns from 12.- 
"62 establishments in fifty-four .of 
the principal manufacturing indus- 
tries of the United States. These 
establishments had in October 3,524,- 
647 employes, whose earning in one 
week were $97,472,746. 


Rise in Food and Tobacco. 


“Employment increased in Octo- 
ber,’’ the bureau said, ‘‘in the food, 
chemical, textile, tobacco, paper, and 
nonh-ferrova metal groups; the de- 
creases in the remaining six groups 
were led by the decrease of 5.2 per 
cent in the vehicle group, followed 
by 2 per cent in the lumber group. 

“Among the separate industries | 
edotton goods gained 0.8 per cent in 
employment, petroleum refining 
gained 0.4 per cent, iron and steel 
decreased 2.5 per cent, foundry and 
machine shop products decreased 0.9 
per cent, the electrical machinery- 
apparatus-supplies industry fell off 
0.6 per cent, its first decrease since 
July, 1928. Employment in rayou 
plants increased 2.9 per cent in 
October and radio plants gained 7.5 
per cent,

Her research is based on the the- 
ory that there is a product of: the | 
tubercle bacillus which causes the 
human body to create a substance 
which cures tuberculosis, she said. 
This theory may be wrong, she add- 
ed. but if this product is found it | 
might be possible to introduce it into | 
certain animals whose blood would | 
create the curative material. This | 
could then be administered to a pa- 
tient to overcome the disease with- 
out the lengthy ‘‘rest cure.’”’ Half 
of the products of the bacillus have 
already been tested without discov- 
erifig the one sought, she said. It 
is known that no simple toxin anti- 
toxin relationship exists in tubercu- 
losis, she explained. Dr. Sabin 
stressed the fact that she has not | 
“discovered a cure for the disease.” | 

Dr. Sabin is 57 years old and has 
been engaged in research since 1901. 
She is a graduate of Smith College 
and Johns Hopkins. 

Her contributions to science in- 
cluze the discovery of the origin of 
the lymphatics, studies of the brain 
and of the development of the red 
and white blood corpuscles, and dis- 
coveries concerning the functions of | 
the monocyte in the blood stream.

Hold-Up Men Rob Sidewalk Banker of $2,300, 
But Miss $2,000 of Fund to Cash City Checks 





The percentage went’against Sam- 
uel Oransky yesterday. Twice a 
month for the past two years the 
old clothes dealer has turned banker, 
eashing city payroll: checks at a 
charge of ten cents a check. He has 
risked being held up and robbed of 
between $4,000 and $5,000 every: time 
he dabbled in finance. 

Oransky was standing outside the 
central motor repair plant of the De- 
partment of Plant and Structures, 
Avenue C and Sixteenth Street, at 
4 P. M. That had been his post on 
the first and the fifteenth of every 
month.

After an anx- 
ious half hour in which hasty sur- 
veys of damage were made, both 
proceeded on their way unaided. The 
Marblehead was bound to Boston 
from Hampton Roads and the Evans- 
ville was headed for Norfolk from 
Boston. 

First radio reports of the accident 
sent half a dozen Coast Guard boats 
and a navy tug scurrying to th; 
scene, but both craft.reported dam- 
age above the water: line only and 


The Evansville’s bow was shattered 
by the collision and she proceedec 
into New York. 

The cruiser was rammed amidships 
on the port side, her plates buckling 
to the water line. A whaleboat was 
lap away and a power boat dam- 
aged.: « 

The ‘fog signals of both ships were 
sounding and the Marblehead was 
making about eleven knots when the 
crash occurred, near the shoals by 
Simms Ledge, about twenty-six miles 
trom the Nantucket: shore. 

As the ships drew apart they estab- 
lished radio communication, the 
Evansville reporting to the navy ves-

MISS BUTLER-URGES 
REORGANIZED PARTY 


City Republicans Must Come 
Into Closer Touch With Elec- 
torate, She Tells Women. 





SEES VOTE IRREGULARITIES 





She Asserts 100,000 of Party Backed 
Thomas and Calls It Tendency to 
Sink to Politics of Personality. 





Miss Sarah Schuyler Butler, vice 
chairman of the New York State Re- 
publican Committee, speaking before 


the City Affairs Committee of the 
Women’s National Republican Club 
yesterday, demanded that the Re- 
publican party in the city be brought 
into ‘‘closer touch with the elec- 
torate.’’ The meeting,. which was 
closed to the press, was held at the 
club, 8 East Thirty-seventh Street. 

In the account of her remarks 
which she gave after the meeting. 
Miss Butler did not mention specif- 
ically the present Republican leaders 
in the city or any of the candidates 
in the city election. It is understood, 
however, that she did refer to them 
in her address. 

After the meeting she indicated 
that she based her demand that 
something be done ‘‘to bring the Re- 
publican party in closer touch with 
its electorate’’ on the results of the 
recent election. She also said that 


in many districts the Republican or- | 


ganization had been unable ‘‘to pre- 
vent gross irregularities in the elec- 
tions.”’ 

Attempting to fix the blame for the 
failure of the last election from the 
Republican point of view, she said: 

“‘As far as the organization is con- 
cerned it was perfectly apparent 
after the event that they had not suc- 
ceeded in putting themselves in line 
with the sentiment of the majoritv 
of the voters who ordinarily support 
the party, That fact is most unfor- 
tunate, in addition to which in manv 
districts the organization was not 
able to prevent gross irregularities 
in the election. 

"It seems to me that it is up to the

Tsole, who later said 
he had not noticed this, apparently 
because he was ahead of his compan- 
ion, heard one of the men order Piz- 
zolali to walk-to.the wall of the exit. 
As Toole looked back he, too, was 
ordered to.the wail. 

Although the station platform was 
crowded, detectives were later un- 
able to find any witnesses to, the hold- 
up. When Pizzolali and Toole 
backed against the wall one of ‘the 
men snatched Pizzolali’s envelope. 
The robbers were unaware Toole had 
the $10,000 in bonds in his pocket. 
The men started up the staits after 
warning the youths to remain quiet 
for five minutes. - ar, 

When the robers reached the top 
of the flight the .messengers ran 
after them. .The hold-up men were 
not in sight when Pizzolali and Toole 
emerged on the sidewalk.

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WOMEN VOTERS JOIN 
DRYS FOR STATE LAW 


League Program Includes Fight 
* for Enforcement “Measure 
in Next Legislature. 








DEMOCRATS AMONG THEM 





Maier Besieged for Support for Bill, 
but He Suggests Best Way to Win 
Is by Educational Campaign. 


The New York State League of 
Women Voters will join with the dry 
organizations of the State to pass in 
the next Legislature a State prohi- 
bition enforcement bill to take the 
place of the Mullen-Gage law re- 
pealed in 1923. 

State enforcement of prohibition is 
a feature of the League’s legislative 
program, which has just been an- 
nounced. The League is composed 
of women of. all parties and the 
Democratic members have taken a 
stand in direct opposition to the 
policy of the Democratic party in 
this State. 

While there is little prospect of an 
enforcement bill pos he Legis- 
lature, which will have as large a 
proportion of wet members as in any 
of the recent years when dry en- 
forcement measures have failed of 
passage, the dry forces throughout 
the State are preparing for a big 
fight to put a State prohibition la 


through. During the last weck Wil- | 


liam J. Maier, chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, has been 
urged by women’s organizations and 
spokesmen for the _ Anti-Saloon 
League to support such a bill at the 
session next year. 

Mr. Maier, who comes from one of 
the dryest sections of the State, has 
replied that legislators generally 
study the wishes of their constitu- 
encies, especially on a question that 
comes so close to the life of individ- 
uals as prohibition. 

He has told his callers that the 


most effective method would be edu- | 


caticnal campaigns on the prohibi- 
tion question among the constituents 
of Republican lawmakers who 
opposed enforcement measures. 

In view of the fact that Governor 
Roosevelt is committed against ap- 
proval of a State enforcement meas- 
ure, it is regarded as interesting, if 
not significant, that many of his re- 
cent dry visitors have assured Mr. 


Brcome, who fora number of years 
has been sponsor in the Legislature 
for»dry enforcement bills proposed 
by the New York Anti-Saloon League, 
will occupy his old seat in the As- 
sembly next year and will again in- 
troduce an enforcement bill.

A boycott against restaurants, soda 
| fountains and other places that offer 
| food for sale under insanitary con- 
| ditions was urged yesterday by 
|Health Commissioner Wynne in an 
address before a gathering of women 
representing ‘sixteen States at the 
thirtieth anniversary meeting of the 
National Consumers League. Dr. 
Wynne asked public cooperation in 
reporting infractions of the depart- 
|ment’s rules. 

“It is obviously impossible for the 
Health Department’s city food in- 
spection staff of ninety men to watch 
these places constantly,’’ he said. 
“The most effective method of 
| bringing about sanitary reforms is 
for the public to insist on them by 
refusing to patronize shops and con- 
cerns that offer food for sale under 
insanitary conditions.” 


Soda fountains, Dr. Wynne said, 
were the worst offenders against the 
sanitary code. Most of the large. res- 
taurants, he said, had equipment for 
sterilizing dishes with live steam, but 
smaller places could not afford the 
equipment. He said he believed colds

VOTES DOWN. PROPOSAL 
FOR ALL-YEAR SCHOOLS 


Teachers’ Council. Opposes.It as 
Too Great an Unheaval and 
as Detrimental to Health. 


Teachers and principals of the city 
school system went on record last 
night as -opposed to the idea of 
changing the present school system 
for an ‘‘all-year’’ school. The action 
was taken at the regular monthly 
meeting of the Teachers’ Council, 
representing teachers, principals and 
heads of departments in the elemen- 
tary and high schools of the city, 
held in the hall of the Board of Edu- 
cation, 500 Park Avenuc. 

The ‘council: members registered 


unanimously to adopt the report of 
the committee on organization and 
administration, submitted to the 
council after ten months’ study. The 
report was presented and read by Ed- 
ward J. McNally, chairman of the 
committee. 

“Our present system is more hu- 
man than the ‘all-year’ system, the 
report says, holding that the new 
idea would constitute too great an 
upheaval. 

‘‘Your committee recommends that 
the present system in New York City 
be continued as the system best 
mecting the needs of this leading 
city,’ the report says. ‘It is not 
necessary or advisable to organize 
either the whole system or even & 
group of schools on the ‘all-year 
plan. The school population can bes 
well cared for by the present ten- 
month school, supplemented by the 
flexible vacation schools and vaca- 
tion playgrounds. Flexibility is an 
important feature of these Summer 
activities. As conditions change, new 
needs of the children can be met.’”’ 

The report cites medical opinion as 
opposed to conducting, during the 
Summer months, any academic pro- 
gram such as is given for the rest of 
the year. Dr. Louis I. Harris, for- 
mer Health Commissioner, informed 
the committee that ‘‘For my part, I 
cannot too strongly urge against a 
twelve-month school year with a full 
academic program.”’ 


PROSECUTOR ATTACKS 
MISS PARKS’S STORY 


‘She Probably Will Never Tell Us: 
the Trath,’ He Says—To End | 


Questioning Her in Marders.

CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 15.—Prose- 
cutor Clifford A. Baldwin indicated 
today, after the authorities had com- 
pleted more than 100 hours of ques- 
tioning Gladys May Parks in connec- 
tion with the killing of Dorothy 
Rogers, 4 years old, and her brother, 
Timothy, 2, that further preliminary 
examination of the woman would be 
abandoned and that ‘‘we will have 
to go to trial without. a truthful 
statement from her.”’ 

The woman, who calls herself Mrs. 
Baker, is charged with the murder 
of Dorothy, who, together with Tim- 
othy, had been entrusted to her care 
by their father, Allan Rogers, of 
Woodbury, and she is suspected of 
killing Dorothy’s brother. The prose- 
cutor said today that he had suf- 
ficient evidence at hand to obtain 
her indictment and predicted that 
the case would go to the grand jury 
next week. Mr. Baldwin said the 
woman prisoner ‘‘has shown herself 
so hard boiled that she probably 
never will tell us the truth.’”’ In the 
face of flaw after flaw in her state- 
ment as to how the two children 
died, the prosecutor said, the wo- 
man repeated that she is right and 
“everybody else is wrong.’”’ 

Early this morning the prisoner 
said, ‘I kept my end of the bargain 
but Rogers didn’t,’’ the prosecutor 
related. When Rogers was brought 
before her he denied there was any 
‘“‘bargain’’ between them and the 
woman said, ‘‘I can take it; he’s got 
four ‘children,’’ but what she meant 
by that she would not say.

His wife also testified, as did Mrs. 
Minerva Lantry, the widow. Flood

Viadimir Horowitz’s Recital. 


Viadimir Horowitz, who gave his 
first New York recital of the sea- 
son last night in Carnegie Hall, has 
sometimes. been mentioned as a 
young virtuoso of phenomenal ac- 
quirements, rather than as a musi- 
cian of the thoughtfulness and the 


sincerity which he has increasingly 
Gisplayed. A virtuoso less serious 
and sincere would not have begun 
his program as Mr. Horowitz did 


last night with the Brahms F minor | 


sonata, and would not have played 
that sonata as poetically and con- 
tinently as he did. It is a long svu- 
nata—too long for the concert hall, 
but it sounded unusually concise and 
its wealth of romantic suggestion 
was so conveyed that interest on the 
part of the listener neither flagged 
nor wandered. 

But it is very typical of present- 
day taste that this performance, 
which required high musicianship 
and artistic purpose and which pre- 
sented music that is never less than 
distinguished, was given a courteous- 
to-cofdial reception, while the ga- 
votte of Prokofieff was applauded 
with an enthusiasm which said plain- 
ly that a repetition of the piece would 
be welcome. 

This gavotte is a wholly artificial 
and mannered thing—a trick piece, 
of no importance. he ‘‘Suggestions 
Diabolique’’ which followed was 
about as diabolical as any nimble 
scherzo of the salon type, written in 
a fairly modern idiom for the piano, 
would logically be. In its essential 
terms it is an echo of the kind of 
thing that Raff and MacDowell, in 
certain piano pieces, wrote in earlier 
days as virtuoso pieces for swift fin- 
gers.

be. But the music served as a 
vehicle for the swiftness of finger 
and nervousness of temperament 
which are the least important but 
the most popular phases of Mr. 
Horowitz's talent. ; 

The performance of Debussy’s 
“L’isle joyeuse’’ which followed was 
rather disappointing, for the music 
has a more aristocratic style, and a 
warmer coloring and a more charm- 
ingly decorative air, suggestive of 
Watteau, than it was given. Of 
Chopin Mr. Horowitz played the C 
sharp minor Polonaise, the A flat 
Impromptu, and a Valse, and he 
ended his program with a work sel- 
dom heard, for the reason that there 
are few pianists today who can play 
it—the Liszt ‘‘Don Juan Fantasie’’—- 
a piece for which Mr. Horowitz is 
peculiarly fitted by nature and by 
his brilliant pianistic equipment. His 
performances often rose to eloquent 
heights, 

We have, however, heard Mr. Horo- 
witz when he was more in the vein 
and when the technical side of his 
performance was not only more pol- 
ished but also more spirited and spon- 
taneous. This refers more particu- 
larly to the middle part of his pro- 
gram, although he played the ‘‘dia- 
bolical’’ scherzo of Prokoffiff with 
much of his characteristic fire, and 
as the evening wore on made his 
audience more and more enthusias- 
tic. Naturally, Liszt’s music and 
many encores brought salvos from 
the audience. But it was less through 
conquering virtuosity than in those 
passages which asked a singing tone 
and a. poetical style that the pianist 
was at his best last night.

‘HUGH THE DROVER’ 
PLEASES AT FESTIVAL 


Opera Depicting Life in England 
a Centary Ago Has Cana- 
dian Premiere.

| TORONTO, Nov. 15.—Dr. Ralph 
| Vaughan Williams’s famous ballad 
opera, ‘‘Hugh the Drover,’’ had its 
Canadian premiére tonight at the 
| Iinglish music festival in the Royal 
York Hotel. Suffering undeserved 
neglect on this side of the Atlantic 


| because of a single inferior perform- 
| ance in the United States, this beau- 
; tiful enactment of British life of a 
century ago impressed all critics here 
as a work more than worthy of one 
of England’s greatest living com- 
posers and of the poetic librettist, 
Harold Child. 

Credit for this impression must be 
given to the producing genius of Al- 
fred Heather, whose staging of Gay’s 
“Polly” and ‘‘Beggar’s Opera’”’ here 
and in the United States is still re- 
membered by a grateful public. Dr. 
Ernest MacMillan, distinguished 
head of the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music, conducted the opera, with AI- 
lan Jones as a decidedly personable 
and musical Hugh, supported by a 
highly competent cast and chorus. 

The opera, English to the core, 
| Shows us a Village in the Cotswolds 
jin the days when Old Boney (Bona- 
; parte) troubled the minds of all 
Englishmen, hampering them in 
their trade, but unable to lessen 
their enjoyment of carnival oc- 
casions whichgoffered opportunities 
for folksong ofr prizefighting. The 
story deals with the rivalry of Hugh 
the drover and John the butcher for 
the hand of Mary, the constable’s 
daughter. 

Promised by her father to the 
wealthy and bullying butcher, Mary 
meets the itinerant drover and is 
won over by his poetic picture of a 
vagabond life in the open. Unable to 
compete against poetrv, the butcher 
struts out at the viflage fair and 
offers to fight any comer for £20. 
Hugh suggests the hand of Mary as 
an added stake, fights the butcher 
and knocks him out in the second 
round. Shamed by his defeat, John 
accuses the drover of being a French 
spy and has Hugh placed in the 
stocks. When the soldiery come to 
arrest the drover, the sergeant recog- 
nizes him as an old friend and pun- 
ishes the butcher by impressing him 
into service for the Napoleonic wars. 

The whole is a lovely evocation of 
all those beauties of song and scene 
and custom which have for so many, 
centuries held captive the English 
imagination. Dr. Williams’s notable 
researches in English song have 
yielded many lovely arrangements 
of folk tunes. Taking to heart Wil- 
liam Byrd’s dictum that “the mu- 
sicke should be framed to the very 
lyfe of the words,’’ he has created 
here a series of happy settings to the 
traditional cries of the cheap jacks, 
fish sellers, lamb sellers and prim- 
rose sellers who cry their wares, at 
the fair. 

Allan Jones sang his airs and duets 
with notable intelligence and beauty, 
particularly his ovrening ‘‘Horse- 
Hoofs.Sone’’ and ‘‘It’s a Brave Life,’’ 
which latter convinced his hearers 
of the charm of a roving life in the 
open. His beloved Mary (Nellye 
Gill) revealed a lovely, controlled 
coprano. Beatrice Morson, contralto, 
was a capable Aunt Jane; Gordon 
McLapen a fine, gruff constable, 
and Randolph Crowe a lusty butcher. 
Mr. Crowe's baritone showed to 
splendid advantage in a somewhat 
rowdy song. 

Besides working wonders with a

This present of- 
fering is the first M. Feyder has} 
made in Hollywood and his work in 
it indicates that he can do quite =s 
well in California as he did in Eu- 
rope. 

It is the direction and the finished 
acting of Miss Garbo and others tha: 
recommend this feature rather than. 
the story, which is no tour de force. 
The incidents are invariably engross- 
ing and Miss Garbo was never more | 
alluring than she is as Mme. Irene 
Guarry, the wife of a wealthy silk 
merchant of ‘Lyons. She first ap- 
pears in a modish hat, one of those 
creations that seem to have been in- 
spired by fliers’ headgears. Not a 
curl or even a strand of hair pro- 
trudes under the hard line around 
her face. She may not look pretty, 
but she is fascinating, and as the 
scenes pass along, Miss Garbo be- 
;comes increasingly attractive, espe- 
cially in the closing glimpses, where 
she is arrayed in black. There aie 
times when she permits her jealously 
guarded hair to be seen—when she | 
is without a hat, but that is within | 
her home. 

Throughout this production Miss | 
Garbo once again reveals her ex- | 
traordinary talent for screen acting. 
| and under M. Feyder’s guidance she 
is jf anything more impressive than 
| she has been in other films. There 
is a restraint in this picture and the 
scenes are charmingly lighted. They 
glide along instead of jumping. 

There is a murder in this pictorial 
yarn, The crime is committed by 
Mme. Guarry and the victim is her 
husband. There is therefore a trial 
in a French court, which is depicted 
with marked cleverness and a sense 
of authentic atmosphere. It strikes 
one as being vastly more real than 
other motion picture trials, and dur- 
ing a recess of the court there is a 
decidedly human glimpse. It is wn 
three scrubwomen are perceived eat- 
ing their luncheon, seated in the 
great bench chairs, which only a 
minute or so before had been oc- 
cupied by the learned judges. 

The trial ends in the jury acquit- 
ting Irene Guarry, the twelve good 
men and true believing that M. 
Guarry committed suicide. He didn’t. 
Irene shot him to save a young man, 
named Pierre, from injury at the 
hands of her raging husband, who 
imagines that Pierre, the son of his 
business associate, is the youth with 
whom his wife is in love. Pierre 
loves Irene. There is never any 
doubt about that. But Irene is en- 
amored of André, an attorney im- 
personated by Conrad Nagel. It is 
André who persuades the jury to 
look upon M. Guarry’s death as self- 
inflicted. Pierre, knowing that Irene 
had killed her husband, believes that 
she did it because she loved him. 

There are several splendid pano- 
ramic effects in the course of this 
story. Each sequence is handled in 
such a masterful manner that the 
result is beguiling. The persons, 
from the hard and suspicious hus- 
band to the three merry char- 
women, have something real about 
them. 

Mr. Nagel acquits himself with dis- 
tinction. Anders Randolf does some 
capital acting as the unfortunate 
husband. Holmes Herbert gives an 
easy performance as Guarry’s part- 
ner. Lew Ayres and George Davis 
also serve the picture well.

With 
jless strength in fundamental fac- 
| tors, the momentous financial events 
‘of recent weeks might conceivably 
have had a more pronounced effect. 
The present, restraint upon -activi- 
ties, while embracing the leading 
branches of enterprise, is tempered 
by the long-maintained practice in 
most channels: of aligning commit- 
ments closely with well-defined 
needs, and by the absence of infla- 
tion in commodity prices.’’ 

Bradstreet’s says in part: 

“Toward the close of the week the 
speculative pressure had very per- 
ceptibly tightened, there was grow- 
ing belief in the idea that a good 
deal of the more recent weakness 
was of an undiscriminating char- 
acter, and there was a rather more 
marked tendency to look on the 
brighter side of things, pending 
clearer view of the extent of the 
readjustment, which is now generally 
conceded to have been fully war- 
ranted by the. speculative excesses of 
the earlier part of the year. 

Restriction of Yarn Output.

Increased im- | 
ports during October were accounted 
for principally by heavier receipts of | 
rubber, sugar, raw silk, copper and | 
newsprint. 

For the ten months ended October | 
exports amounted to $4,374,000,000, 
an increase of $265,000,000 over the 
corresponding period of 1928, and in| 
excess of any similar period since | 
1920. Imports for the first ten months | 
were valued at $3,752,000,000, an in- | 
crease of $327.000,000 over the simi- 
lar period of last year. This also was | 
an increase over any corresponding | 
period since 1920. 

Gold exports during October totaled |

URGES PLANNING TO CUT | 
WASTE IN ADVERTISING 


Kenneth Collins Declares That 
One-Fourth of Retail Campaigns 
Are Ineffective. 


Kenneth Collins, executive vice 
president and publicity director of 
R. H. Macy & Co., Inc., speaking 
yesterday at a luncheon meeting of 


the Advertising Club, 23 Park Ave- 
nue, urged scientifically planned ad- 
vertisng campaigns. 

Mr. Collins spoke on ‘‘Compensa- 
tion in Retail Advertising.’’ He de- 
clared that of the approximately 

860,000,000 spent on retail advertis- 
‘ing ‘last year, about one-fourth was 
* wasted. 

“This is a pretty sweeping state- 
yment,”? he said. ‘I know that it 
will be denied by the ma ~ apologists 
for what we are doing. For it is al- 
ways easy to take the pragmatic 
attitude that if we can get along 
with present methods they must be 
right. I shall try to be clear and 
explicit. We waste this vast amount 
of money because we bore the pub- 
lic with most of our advertising; we 
waste because we fail to plan.” 

In touching on the kind of adver- 
tising that is most effective Mr. Col- 
lins said: ‘‘The public is interested 
in brevity. In advertising the para- 
mount consideration is that we be 
brief. 

What the public wants, he said, is 
facts, ‘‘not pleasant generalities” 
about merchandise. 

Mr. Collins added, however, that 

rogress was being | made. ‘But it 
B not rapid enough,’’ he said, ‘‘large- 
ly, I believe, due to our desire to 
maintain the status quo; largely due 
to our fear of radical change. But 
when so many millions are at stake 
it seems to me we have no right to 
make a virtue of slowness. We 
should hope ,to arrive at distinction 
very shortly.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Business 
activities during the week ended 
Nov. 9, as indicated by check pay- 
ments, showed a recession from the 
high level of the preceding week but 
was substantially greater than for 
the corresponding period of last 
year, according to the weekly state- 
ment of business conditions . issued 
by the Department of Commerce 
today. 

Steel plant activity during the 
latest reported week was less than 
for either the previous week or a 
year ago. 

The output of crude petroleum 


again declined from recent high | 


levels but was still much larger than 
a year ago. The output of bituminous 
coal was smaller than during the 
previous week or the corresponding 
period of 1929.. 

Receipts of wheat, cotton, cattle

Consumption of crude rubber of all 
classes by manufacturers in this 
country in October is estimated at 
34,800 long tons by the Rubber Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, against an 
estimated consumption of 34,707 tons 
in September. For the first ten 
months of this year the estimated 
total consumption here was 418,614 
tons, against 372,646 tons in the cor- 
responding period last year. 

It is estimated that 18,024 tons of 
reclaimed rubber were consumed in 
October and 199,077 tons in the first 
ten months of this year. The figures 
are based on reports received from 


manufacturers estimated to repre- 
sent 90 per cent of the total con- 
sumption in the United States. 

The total domestic stocks of crude 
rubber on hand and in transit over- 
land on Oct. 31 are estimated at 88,- 
483 tons, as compared with 84,362 
tons on Sept. 30.

CONTRACTS SHOW DECLINE. 


But Building in United States Is 
Seen as About Normal. 


Building seems to be holding to 
about a normal rate of operations, 
to judge from the value of contracts 
let in heavy construction and engi- 
neering work ig the United States 
during the past week, The Engineer- 
ing News-Record reports. Although 
the total money value of awards for 
the week, $66,384,000, is lower than 
the preceding week’s figure, $77,217.- 
000, and likewise below the total for 
the corresponding week in 1928, $108,- 
944,000, the aggregate for the year 
to date continues substantially high- 
er than for the same period last 
year 

Contract lettings were spread over 
a wide variety of projects, the larg- 
est involving more than $3,000,000 for 
a subway in Long Island City. An- 
other New York job which involved 
a similar sum was for erection of the 
Allerton Club. Contracts for a glass 
plant in Leominster, Mass., and an 
office building in Fort Worth, Texas, 
each involved $1, 000 

Contracts let for each group, tak- 
ing the country as a whole, were 
valued at the following sums: com- 
mercial buildings, $27,277,000; streets 
and roads. $12,087,000: industrial 
buildings, $9,270,000, and other engi- 
neering construction, $17,750,000. 
Awards announced in the United 
States since Jan. 1 were valued at 
$3,999.140,000, which compares with 
$2,268.409,000 for the same period 
in 1928.

AUTO DEATH TOTAL 
SETS HIGH RECORD 


840 Fatalities Were Reported by 
78 Cities During the Four 
Weeks Ended Nov. 2. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Deaths 
from automobile accidents in sev- 
enty-eight large cities of the United 
States totaled 840 for the four-week 
period ended Nov. 2, the largest total 
of any four-week period since May, 
1925, aceording to.tabulations of the 
Department of Commerce. 

The number represents an increase 
of nearly 35 per cent‘over the simi- 
lar ‘period last year, when 624 such 
deaths were reported by the seventy- 
eight cities. here were 752 such 
deaths reported during the four 
weeks ended Oct. 5, 1929. 

For New. York City the showing 
was 145 deaths in the four-week pe- 
riod ending Nov. 2,- 1929, compared 
with- ninety-two in the: four weeks 
ending Nov. 3, 1928, an increase of 
nearly 58 per cent. 

During the fifty-two weeks ending 
Nov. 2,:1929, there were 1.278 auto- 
mobile fatalities in New York City, 
the death rate being 21.3 per 100,000 
population, compared with - 1,034 
deaths and a death rate of 17.3 per 
bets 4 for. the period ending Nov. 


3 

Of the four weeks’ total of 840 
fatalities, 670 resulted from accidents 
within, the corporate limits of the 
cities and 170 outside the city limits. 

For the fifty-two-week period end- 
ing Nov. 2, 1929, the total deaths for 
the seventy-ei ht cities was 8,424, 
compared with 7,250 for'the fifty-two 
weeks’ period ending Nov. 3, 1928, 
which indicates a recent rate of 25.6 
per 100,000 population, as against an 
earlier rate of 22.1, or an increase of 
16 per ceht in the rate in a’ single 
year. 

‘One city only,.Kansas City, Kan., 
reported no deaths from automobile 
accidents for the last four-week pe- 
riod, while five cities reported. no 
such deaths for the corresponding 
period of 1928.

The United States Government by 
procrastinating in the awarding of 
mail contracts is not playing fair 
with American shipping companies 
and as a result the merchant marine 
of the United States is falling behind 
that of other countries, it was 
asserted last night by Senator Royal 
S. Copeland ‘at a ‘dinner of the 
American feclety ‘of Naval Archi- 
tects and Marine Engineers at- the 
Hotel Pennsylvania. 

‘‘What our country is to be in the 
familv of nations’ depends on its 
merchant fleet,’’ declared the Sena- 
tor. ‘‘We may have treasures of 
gold in the bank, but unless we can 
dispose of our ‘surplus goods and 
crops to advantage, our riches will 
disappear. The great powers are the 
nations that control the export trade. 
In the last analysis. it is the mer- 
chant fleeé and not the vessels of 
war that fix national supremacy. 

“If Britain were to destroy half. of 
her warships tomorrow she would 
still be mistress of the seas. Her 
merchant ships with all their poten- 
tialities would guarantee her ocean 
supremacy. 

“It is not possible for the United 
States to compete with foreign bot- 
toms unless some. sort of definite 
financial aid is. provided for our 
ships. Great Britain is ‘wise in her 
day and generation. She pays about 
$1,000,000 a year to merchant seamen 
enlisted’ in ‘her nayal reserve. She 
pee hundreds of thousands of dol- 

in the form of annual retainers 
to seamen who drill one week every 
year with the navy.’ 

Senator Lo pen added that Great 
Britain paid naval subventions to 
about twenty fast steamers so _ built 
as to be readily convertible into 


| auxiliary naval cruisers. The Cunard 


Line receives an annual subvention 
of $750,000, he said, in return for the 
obligation to sell or lease ‘its’ shi 
to the government in case of nee 

The British Government, he said, 
also pays liberally for the carriage 
of mails. 

Senato: Copeland conceded that re- 
cently the United States had adopted 
a more liberal attitude by actually 
lending. $19,000,000 and authorizing 
further loans of $45,000,000 for mail 
but declared that the 
awarding of the contracts had been 
subject to such delays that the 
building of merchant ships already 
designed had been held up 

“As I see it,’’ the Senator con- 
tinued, ‘‘our government has not 
lived up to its implied promise to 
award ocean mail contracts, and the 
request of the United States Lines 
and others has met with uncalled- 
for delay. 

‘“‘While we are delaying the help 
that will make our merchant marine 
a factor in world trade, our foreign 
competitors are building faster and 
better ships. We will drop: behind 
in the race if the government does 
not keep faith with our shipping in- 
terests,’’
